and to do so at this point in the prosecution introduces an undue burden on the examiner, thereby wasting a great deal of time that has 
already been invested. If the novelty of the invention is in the piping limitations alone as aplicant states, then rejoinder will be considered 
upon indication of allowable subject matter. With respect to the motivation arguments set forth on the prior art rejections, it is noted that 
the motivation to combine does not solely have to be found in the references themselves as applicant suggests, but rather can be in the 
knowledge generally available in the art. and with references teaching that the different materials are interchangeable is not only 
considered to be a suggestion in the art to combine but also sets forth what is known to one skilled in the art and would thereby be 
knowledge generally available to one skilled in the art, as are the added benefits of certain plastics over others, where some plastics such 
as PBT are more resistant to certain external chemical attacks than polyamides, and this is known to one skilled in the art who provided 
with a reference teaching other alternative equivalent materials to be used as cover layers would only require routine skill in the art to 
substitute a known equivalent material for another if the environment required the use of a different plastic due to It's superior resistive 
properties to substances that the hose will be exposed. There are no specific arguments to any of the other rejections other than those 
offered against the base rejection of independent claim 1, and therefore since such is addressed above, the claims are not considered 
allowable at this time. 
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
